Golf Counter with Clock 


OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack Golf Counter with Clock is a useful tool for golfers to 
count the strokes and putts at each hole. It also totals the strokes and 
putts so you can keep track of your score throughout the game. The 
Golf Counter also includes a clock display and the built-in keychain clip 
holder makes it easy to carry the counter with you. 

A QUICK LOOK AT THE GOLF COUNTER 


STROKE/HOUR — 

press to count the 
strokes for each hole, 
or to set the hour digit 
when setting the 
clock. 


CLOCK/SET 

— switch 
down to set 
the time, or 
up to view 
the current 
time. 


RESET — press 
to reset the 
clock and erase 
all records. 


HOLE/NEW GAME — 

press to advance to 
the next hole, or hold 
down for about 3 sec- 
onds to start a new 
game. 



PUTT/MIN —press 
to count the putts 
for each hole, or 
to set the min- 
utes digits when 
setting the clock. 


CLEAR/GOLF/ 
REVIEW — select 
CLEAR to erase the 
last entry, GOLF to 
return to the current 
record, or REVIEW 
to review the previ- 
ous holes. 


Time Display — 



putts for the 
current hole. 


HOLE — shows 
the current hole. 


TOTAL — shows 
the number of 
strokes and putts 
for all of the holes. 


SCORING YOUR GAME 

1 . Slide CLEAR/GOLF/REVIEW to GOLF. 

2. Press STROKE/HOUR for each stroke. The counter displays up to 
29 strokes for each hole. 

3. Press PUTT/MIN for each putt. The counter displays up to 29 putts 
for each hole. 

The counter automatically totals the strokes and putts for all of the 
holes, so you can see your score at any time. 

Note: The golf counter will not record a putt entry if no strokes 
have been recorded for the hole. Also, the counter will not record 
additional strokes after a putt has been entered. 

4. Press HOLE/NEW GAME to Start a new hole. The counter can 
record up to 18 holes. 

5. To start a new game, hold down HOLE/NEW GAME for about 3 sec- 
onds. 

Correcting a Wrong Entry 

Slide CLEAR/GOLF/REVIEW to CLEAR, then back to GOLF. The last en- 
try disappears and the counter returns to the previous setting. You can 
then correct the entry. To remove several entries, slide CLEAR/GOLF/ 
REVIEW to CLEAR and back to GOLF several times. 

Note: Make sure to slide CLEAR/GOLF/REVIEW back to GOLF before 
making any new entries. 

Reviewing the Previous Record 

You can review the records of your previous holes at any time. To re- 
view the previous record, switch CLEAR/GOLF/REVIEW to REVIEW, 
then press HOLE/NEW GAME. Repeatedly press HOLE/NEW GAME to 
review the records for each hole. To return to the current hole, switch 

CLEAR/GOLF/REVIEW to GOLF. 

Resetting the Counter 

If the counter does not work properly, press RESET. This clears all 
records and time settings. You must then reset the clock. 


SETTING THE CLOCK 

1 . Slide CLOCK/SET to SET. The time display flashes. 

2. Press STROKE/HOUR to select the hour. 

Note: PM appears to indicate a PM hour. 

3. Press PUTT/MIN to select the minute. 

4. Slide CLOCK/SET to CLOCK. 


REPLACING THE BATTERY 

If the Golf Counter’s display dims, replace its battery with an A76 1 .5 V 
button cell battery, available at your local RadioShack store. 

Follow these steps to replace the battery: 

1 . Use a coin to turn the cover counterclockwise and lift the cover. 

2. Remove the old battery and install a new one with the positive (-i-) 
side up. 

Warning: Keep button-cell batteries away from children. Swallow- 
ing a button-cell battery can be fatal. 
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Caution: Use only a fresh battery of the required size and recom 
mended type. Always remove an old or weak battery. 

3. Replace the cover.
